Los Angeles Railway Buys the Entire 
Local System of the Pacific Electric 


and Will Give Universal Transf 


Huntington Still Owner. | 


HE Los Angeles Railway Cor- 

poration, which 

incorporated for $20,000,000 to take 
over the assets of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, has purchased the 
local lines of the Pavific Electric, and 
will operate them as a part of the Los 
Angeles railway system, starting this 
morning. Universal transfers on alt 
purely local narrow gauge lines will 
result. The purchase price is not 
stated. It runs into a good many mil- 
lions. 

The lines that the Los Angeles Rall- 
way takes over from the Pacific Elec- 
tric are those of the old Traction 
Company, including the West Adams, 
the University, Boyle Heights and 
Santa Fe depot lines. These operate 
downtown via Third street. 

In the northwest part of the city the 
Pacific Electric turns over the Temple 
street line, and the belt that is made 
up of the Angeleno Heights and the 
Crown Hill lines. i 

On the East Side," the Los Angeles 
Railway takes over the Arcade Depot 
and the Brooklyn Heights line that op- 
erates via Macy street, while the West 
Sixth-street line beyond Figueroa is 
a part of the purchase. 3 

The consolidation and division of m- 
terests in the Huntington companies 
results in the formation of purely lo- 
cal and purely interurban systems 
that will be distinct in operation, and 
in the scope of service performed. 

FAR FOR ONE FARE. 
Tune change in operation means more 
than appéars upon the surface, for it 
permits the traveling public to go all 
over the city for one fare, and be- 
cause of the old system of double lo- 
cal service more than half the city 
was cut off from desired points, by 
reason of the transfer limit. 

It will now be possible to ride from 
Agricultural Park to the Eagle Rock 
limits for 5 cents.

WOMAN FILES SUIT IN CLAIM 
FOR THOUSANDS. 


Asserts in Complaint that Late 
Mrs. Carrie Jones Agreed to Leave . 
Her Fortune for Mysterious Serv- 
ices Performed, but . Left Her 
Nothing and Legal Action Follows. 


An action was brought in the Su- 
pe..or Court yesterday by Mrs. N. T. 
against the Southern Trust 
Company, administrator of the estate 
of Carrie M. Jones, for a judgment of 
$25,000 alleged to be Cue on account of 
pecultar services alleged to have been 
rendered Mre. Jones in her lifetime. 

The administration of Mrs. Jones's 
affairs is now in progress, and there has 
been a partial distribution of her prop- 
erty, valued at over $1,000,000 by the 
Probate Court. The claim for the 
money involved in the suit at bar was 
presented to the administrator and re- 
jected, and the filing of the complaint 
follows. 

Mrs. Bennett sets out that for a num- 
ber of years prior to the death ef Mrs. 
Jones she served her in the capac- 
ity of a confidential adviser, and that 
among the instances she alleges in 
which Mrs. Jones followed her advice 
was the leasing of the property located 
on the southeast corner of Fifth and 
Spring streets, now occupied by the Se- 
curity Savings Bank. The plaintiff 
also asserts that her ministrations to 
Mrs. Jones involved the purchasing of 
her clothes, the care of her hair, and.

her death, that the plaintif€ would be 
bequeathed all of the stocks and bonds 
belonging to her estate, amounting to 
$199,100; and that in addition she was 
to be made independent by the pro- 
visions of the will in a manner not in- 
dicated, but in addition to the gift of 
these securities. 

She declares that in violation of the 
arrangement and agreement, the plain- 
tiff was not remembered by being de- 
queathed the securities or anything 
else in the will, and the suit is brought 
to compel the performance of an agree- 
ment that existed for years between 
Mrs. Jones and the plaintiff, as she 
alleges. 

The prayer of the petition is that the 
administrator be ered to pay to the 
plaintiff $25,000, which, she avers, is 
nothing more than a fair compensation 
for the services she alleges she per- 
formed at the request of Mrs. Jones. 
It is understood that the action will be 
stoutly resisted by the Jones heirs, who 
declare that the claim is not well 
founded.

accepted. 

A new venire of seventy-five men 
will appear this morning and it is 
hoped a jury will be secured by the 
time the courts close in the afternoon. 
In case a jury is secured, one day will 
be left in which to try the case and re- 
ceive the verdict. 

The evidence Lewis is similar 
to that against several others in whose 
trials the juries disagreed, but the 
prosecution promises a surprise, the 
nature of which it refuses to divulge 
until the time comes for it to be intro- 
duced at the trial. 

With the sét-back given the unionites 
last week, when B. F. Connors was 
convicted of battery, the advocates of 
violence and industrial mob rule are 
not so confident about the outcome of 
Lewis's trial, which will be held in 
Police Judge Chambers’ court.
